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FOREWORD 


This  btwk  is  plaiUKcI  sjm  citu  illy  fm  U'-i-  in  business  lolli'Sfs,  liiKli 
schools,  and  commercial  cl.issi-s  Kiiin.illy. 

The  words,  iu each  part,  arc  airanK>d  alpluihitically-  a  distinct 
advantage,  as  a  wor<l  can  be  referred  to  more  readily  than  in  h 
dictionary. 

The  words  have  been  carefully  selected.  Our  laiiKuai^e  contains 
a  vast  number  of  words— four  hundred  thousand  or  more.  I'or- 
tunately,  however,  no  one  has  occasion  to  use  more  than  a  small 
fraction  of  that  number.  Tin-  aviraKc  individual  vocabulary 
contains  probably  about  four  thousand  words. 

A  considerable  part  of  such  :i  vocabulary  consi'-ts  of  short  words 
of  one  or  two  syllables,  and  others  so  simple  as  to  present  no  difficulty 
in  spelling.  There  are,  however,  about  two  thousand  five  hundred 
conimon  words  which  do  require  attention  in  the  matte  of  spelling, 
meaning,  or  pronunciation. 

They  are  embodied  in  this  book.  A  careful  study  of  these  words, 
particularly  of  those  in  Part  2,  will  enlarRC  the  student's  vocabulary, 
lead  him  to  give  more  consideration  to  the  niceties  of  pronunciation, 
and  thus  avoid  many  common  inaccuracies.  I'inally  and  primarily, 
it  should  enable  him  to  spell  correctly  the  words  in  which  errors 
most  frequently  occur. 

MEANI;  G 

Since  a  person  is  not  likely  to  use  a  word  of  which  he  docs 
not  know  the  signification,  the  meaning  is  fully  as  important 
as  the  spelling.  Nearly  every  word  in  the  English  language 
has  either  several  distinct  meanings  or  several  shades  of 
meaning,  and  no  one  definition  can  represent  them  all.  In 
many  spelling-books  the  mistake  is  made  of  giving  meanings 
which  are  too  brief  and  incomplete,  and  much  confusion  results 
when  an  attempt  is  made  to  apply  one  definition  to  a  word 
when  a  different  meaning  is  required  by  the  context.  Wlulc 
a  spelling-book  cannot  take  the  place  of  a  dictionary  in  giving 
all  the  meanings  which  a  word  may  have,  this  toxt  will  be  found 
more  than  usually  satisfactory  in  this  respect. 

Pronunciation 
Of  equal  importance  with  the  spelling  and  meaning  of  words 
is  their  pronunciation.     Doubt  as  to  how  a  word  should  be 
pronounced  is  a  frequent  cause  of  embarrassmc.it,  and  often 


m 
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pnvcnts  people  from  using  words  which  arc  .icUially  a  part  of 
thnii  vocabulary. 

It  is  essential,  therefore,  in  a  book  of  this  kind,  that  the 
method  of  indicating  the  pronunciation  be  very  simple,  so  that 
the  component  elements  of  a  word  may  be  disceiiud  at  a 
glance.  In  many  cases  the  elaborate  system  of  diacritical 
marking  employed  d(  Kits  its  own  purpose  In  this  text 
there  is  used  an  extremely  simple,  but  at  the  s..nic  time 
accurate  and  phonetic,  system  o*  indicating  the  proir.mLiatit)n. 
Each  word  is  re-written  with  a  set  of  letters  which  hav( 
invariably  the  same  value  no  matter  by  what  lette'  ^  the  sounds 
may  be  expressed  in  the  word  as  ordinarily  wriUi  a. 

Writing  is  a  means  of  representing  ideas  by  characters  or 
symbols.  The  method  of  writing  now  used  is  called 
'•  alphabetic." 

A  language  contains  a  certain  number  of  elements  or  sinipir 
values.  An  alphabet  is  a  group  of  signs  (letters)  to  represent 
these  elements.  A  correct  alphabet  should  havi'  a  sign  for 
each  elementary  value  ;  and  no  sign  should  represent  more 
than  one  value. 

Our  alphabet,  however,  is  very  defective  It  contains 
only  twenty-six  h  Iters  (three  of  which  have  no  value)  to 
represent  the  forty  or  more  elements  of  which  our  language 
is  constituted.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  there  are  a  number 
of  letters  which  have  a  variety  of  values,  and  to  indicate  the 
pronunciation  of  a  word  it  is  necessary  to  use,  in  conjunction 
with  these  letters,  certain  distiiigui.shing  marks. 

The  consonantal  part  of  our  alphabet  is  fairly  complete, 
hence  these  "  diacritical  marks  "  apply  more  particularly  to 
the  vowel  letters,  a.  e,  i.  o,  u.  The  various  values  of  these 
letters  arc  indicated  as  follows —

Syllabication 

In  addition  to  showing  the  pronunciation  and  the  accent 
the  words  arc  divided  into  their  syllablc3. 

Syllabication  is  a  great  aid  to  correct  spelling,  and  i;  oril 
spelling  care  should  be  taken  to  observe  the  proper  gro  png 
of  the  letters. 

A  syllable  is  formed  of  one  or  laore  eleincnta'^;-  values  y  >■ 
duccd  by  one  issue  or  impulse  cl  the  voice.  .'  ^  liable  can 
contain  only  one  -owil  •  md.  but  can  ha*i  as  many 
consonants  as  it  is  possible  to  pronounce  in  it. 

Accentuation 

The  proper  accenting  of  words  is  essential  to  their  correct 
pronunciation.  "  Accent  is  superior  stress  or  force  of  voice 
upon  ccrt.iiii  .syllables  of  words,  which  distinguishes  them  from 
other  syllables,  and  forms  an  clement  in  correct  pronunciation." 

The  accented  syllable,  as  a  result  of  the  accent,  is  the 
prominent  part  of  the  word.  This  stress  or  emphasis  is 
indit  .ited  by  the  mark  (')  placed  at  the  end  and  slightly  a'  jve 
the  acciird  syllable;  thus,  ap-pa'rent ;  dc-prived' ; 
re-tri-bu'tiun. 

Many  words  of  more  than  three  syllables  have  two  accents, 
calL'd  "  primary  "  and  "  secondary."  In  such  cases  the 
primary  accent  is  indicated  by  (')  and  the  secondary  accent 
by  ('),  as  in  in-com-bus'ti-bil'i-ty. 

In  quite  a  number  of  words  a  change  in  accent ^iccom panics 
a  change  in  meaning.  Such  words,  when  used  as  verbs, 
usually  have  the  accent  on  the  last  syllable  ;  and  when  used 
as  nouns  or  adjectives,  have  the  accent  on  the  syllable  bf'fore 
the  last.     This  principle  is  illustrated  in  the  following  woi  .i-  -

The  accentuation  of  German,  Dutch,  and  other  Teutonic 
tongues,  in  its  main  features  coincides  with  that  of  Englisli, 
the  root  syllable  having  the  accent.  Some  other  languages, 
however,  exhibit  no  such  marked  accentual  stress  as  is  heard 
in  English.  This  is  the  case  with  French,  though  French 
words  are  commonly  regarded  as  having  an  accent  on  the  last 
syllable.
